The United Staten ;:-I;I.YQ Vesnels Which
Will Cope With the Best Built Abroad.

In the Delaware and North Dakota it
is expected that the United States wili
have two battleships equal, if not much
superlor, to anything that is being built
across the ocean. They will have 20,000
tons displacement and carry 10 12-inch
guns for the main armament. The best
ship that France is building is the Dan-
ton, an 18,400-ton vessel, carrying four
12-inch and 12 9.4-inch guns. Germany
has the Ersalz-Sachsen, which will
carry 16 11-inch guns. Japan is bulld-
ing the Satsuma, an 18,800-ton ship,
carrving four 12-inch and 12 10-inch
guns. The Delaware and North Dakota
will have 4,000 tons greater displace-
ment than the next heaviest of our bat-
tleships.

THE KEY WEST RAILROAD.
